Revitalizing communities and restoring waterways, such as the lower Passaic River, are top priorities for
the EPA. EPA's proposal to clean an eight mile section of the lower Passaic River, from Newark Bay to
the Newark/Belleville border, is nearly complete and will soon be released for public review and comment.
A final decision on cleanup is tentatively scheduled for late 2014, Nearly 85% of contaminated surface
sediment in the 17-mile tidal strefch of the Passaic is located in the lower eight miles. 1t is imperative that
the EPA act now 1o clean the river of PCBs, dioxins, pesticides, mercury and other chemicals, to protect
people's health and the wildlife that live in and along the river. Community input on EPA's cleanup
proposal is critical to sound, effective cleanups. EPA's presentation will be an overview of the many
challenges of developing a cleanup proposal that addresses urban water degradation and environmental
justice concerns, complies with applicable laws and regulations and can withstand the many obstacles to
getting that first dredge in the river.

David oversees community
engagement efforts at hazardous waste site cleanups throughout New York, New Jersey , Puerto Rico
and the U.S. Virgin Islands.
